1 . The amendment after final filed 1 1/14/06 have been entered and made of record. 

2. In the page 8, lines 15-17, the applicant's argument "If the second de- 
interleaving 252 of Shiu is completely accomplished in the writing of the symbols to 
buffer 512, then (in view of the second de-interleaving 252 of Shiu) why would one of 
ordinary skill in the art do any more?" . 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed, Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Shiu discloses 
the second de-interleaving 252, the symbols for each physical channel can be written to 
sequential locations in a memory and read out in a permutated order. However, Shiu 
does not clearly describe a second portion of said second de-interleaving pattern as 
data is read from the memory buffer. 

Delavaux et al. clearly discloses, (see figures 11a. lib, col. 21, lines 13-17), the 
memory block 700 after a second de-interleave write and a second de-interleave read 
operation. More specifically, bytes BO through BIO have been written to their associated 
memory segments 710. It is significant to note that each byte of the second code word 
(i.e., bytes BO through BIO) appears in a memory segment identified by the initialization 
step (see col. 21, lines 14-16); Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
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in the art at the time of the invention to modify the system of Shiu with the teaching of 
Delvaux to apply a first portion of a second de-interleaving pattern as data is written to 
the single memory buffer , and wherein said means applies a second portion of second 
de-interleaving pattern as data is read from the single memory buffer in order to improve 
the de-interleaving system.
